UNIFORM TYPE 


OF RURAL GOVT. 
NOW PLANNED 


/Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy Says An- 


nouncement Will Be Made at 
Municipalities’ Convention 


There Is every indication that the 
kovernment will at this session bring 
in some legislation to meet general 
demand for a uniform type of rural 
wovernment. Having in reality three 
forms of government in the rural parts 
of the province has proved cumber- 
some both to the rural districts 
to the government, as every legisiation 
having to do with the rural districts 
had to be adjusted to the different 
types of government, 

At the meeting of the Rural Muni- 
cipaiities and Local Improvement Dis- 
tricts association, being held here 
next week, the matter will be discuss- 
ed and the minister, Hon, Wilfrid 
Gariepy, will address the delegates 
along this line. 


In speaking of the matter to The 
Bulletin, Mr. Garlepy stated that the 
government would try to meet the 


demand of the municipalities and local 
improvement districts as expressed in 


their unanimous resolution passed at 
thelr annual meeting in Calgary last 
year. 


Coming from the representatives of 
both types of government as it did in 
that connection, and by their unani- 


mous vote, he felt the department 
could not well ignore their wish in 
the matter, and that legislation was 


being arranged with the view of meet- 
ing this existing feeling. 


CITY HALL NOTES 


Some time ago the city commission- 
ers announced that they would not be 
able to expend any of the city’s money 
in cleaning snow from sidewalks this 
year, and they made an appeal that 
the citizens might give some assistance 
by clearing the snow in front of their 
property, 

J. B. Bryan, who lives at $5th street, 
Edmonton South, did more than this, 
as he hitched his horse to a snow plow 
and cleared all the sidewalks in the 


| vicinity. 


A special message of thanks is be- 
ing sent frgm the city commissioners 
to Mr. Bryan, 

At a meeting held at Edmonton 
South last week, G. H, Gowan, when 
addressing the audience, said that he 
wished that the city would make a 
bylaw which it would be compulsory 
for each property holder to clear the 
snow in front of his premises. 

Supt. Alton informs the city com- 
missioners that there is a snow plow 
and also a grader which could be dis- 
posed of to the town of Beverly. 

Chief of Police Hill has made ar- 
rangements with the city commission- 
ers that the police will look after the 
street railway waiting rooms, and it 
is hoped by them that there will be 
less trouble in the future in regard to 
the condition of these places. 

The officials of the Children’s Shel- 
ter, on the South Side, are asking that 
the city may provide a skating rink. 
It is stated by Supt. Turner that the 


cost will probably be about $14. The 
commissioners think that the season 
{s rather advanced to make a rink 
now, 

Arrangements are being made to 
provide a six-inch main and stan l- 
pipe at the stockyards for the G.T.P 


The cost will be met by the railway 
company. The railway has a d-inech 
main at Calder, but this has proved 
insufficient, and it is contended that 
relief will be given by the standpipe at 
the stockyards, 

The city has 40,000 lbs. of expanded 
steel mesh at the stores and works 
which was obtained for reinforcing 
concrete, There is no longer any use 
for it so far as the city Is concerned, 
and steps are being taken to dispose 
of the material. 

The Canadian Western Supply Co. 
is making au offer for the steel rein 


forcing bars lying at the city water- | 


works. This is the steel brought in by 
the firm contracting to put in the pro- 
posed new filtration plant, a contract 
which was never concluded, 

The city of Nanaimo, B.C., is mak- 
ing a big kick against the fire under- 
writers, and it wants Edmonton and 


all the other cities to join in and en- 


deavor to persuade Premier Borden to 
appoint a commission which would 
have control of insurance in the same 
manner as the board of railway com- 
missioners control the railway com- 
panies, 

Nanaimo has passed a resolution 
to this effect, giving as reasons that 
the fire underwriters are constantly 
agitating for the cities to expend large 
amounts of money to improve their 
water systems and fire-fighting ap- 
Pparatus, and stating that substantia) 
reductions of insurance rates would 
thereby be allowed. These promised 
reductions, uowever, are never given, 
and there is a general expression of 
opinion that the insurances rates are 
excessive.

DOMINION GOVT. 


AGREES ONLOAN 
TO PROVINCES 


Money at Six and Half Per Cent. 
Will be Advanced to the 
Province 


BOND PROTEST SUCCEEDS 


Hon. Mr. Mitchell Says Alberta 
Needs But Little For Im- 
mediate Needs 


Money at the rate of 6% per cent 
for a term not exceeding [lve years 
and repayable at any time within that 
period wil] be furnished the provinces 
by the Dominion finance department 
as a means of meeting the protests of 
the different governments in regard 
o the recent order-in-councll regard~ 
ing provincial securities. Alberta 
however, is in a very fortunate posli- 
tion in regard to maturing bond issues 
and will only require to procure money 
for immediate needs, 

Hon, C. R, Mitchell, in speaking of 
the arrangements that had been com 
pleted with we Dominton government 
during his recent trip to Ottawa stated 
that “in connection with the recent 
order-in-council requiring the consent 
of the minister of finance before pro 
vinclal, municipal or other bond issues 
or sa’e of shares could be put on tho 
market, the minister of finance has 
arranged to advance money to the 
various provinces in a Hmited aggre- 
gate amount, but sufficlent to meet 
the essential and pressing capital ex- 
penditures of the provinces requiring 
such assistance, 


“This money will be advanced gt 
the rate of 6% per cent,”” sald Mr. 
Mitcleell, “covering any term up to 


a period of five years and repayable 
at any time within that perioa Tt is, 
however, within the expectations of 
the Dominion finance department that 
if the market conditions permit, the 
provinces should float their loans for 
capital expenditures as large y as pos- 
sible in the open market, but should 
conditions make this course inadvis- 
able or too expensive, the Dominion is 
prepared to make the advances on the 
terms mentioned, 

“The approval of the finance de- 
partment is required, however, when 
the loan issue is to be placed in the 
open market, and it was in connec- 
tion with this that the western gov- 
ernments, including Alberta, protest- 
ed officially against the order. 

Speaking of the requirements of 
Alberta, Mr. Mitche 1] said: “The prov- 
ince of Alberta is not requiring any 
large amount for capital expenditures, 
as rigid economies vill be practised 
to conserve the credit of the province 
for future and after the war require- 
ments, when no doub* heavy demands 
wil be made upon the province for 
capital expenditure in the way of pub- 
lic undertakings of various kinds. 


“The »rovince is, fortunately in the 
position of having no maturing bond 
issues falling due for payment for 


several years to come and consequent- 
‘y is only obliged to arrange for any 
new expenditures required during ‘he 
year. So far during the current year 
it has not been necessary for the prov- 
ince to borrow. 

“The savings certificates scheme in- 
almost a year ago by the 
province {s proving very satisfactory" 
said Mr. Mitchell, “and has already 
furnished the province almost half a 
million dollars,’’

MISSIONARY 
WORK DEFINED

Need of Work and Workers Em- 
phasized at Local Presby- 
terial of W.M.8.

Three addresses dealing with the 


subject of missions were the main foa- 
tures of the concluding session of the 
Edmonton Presbyterial of the Wo- 
mon'’s Home Missionary Society, held 
in the lecture room of the First 
church last night. Rev. Dr. McQueen 
presided and conducted the opening 
devotional exercises, There were 
about two hundred members and 
others present, and the program was 
listened to with close attention. 

tev. H. J. Keith, of Westminster 
church, was the first speaker, and his 
subject was a general review of the 
field. The outlook for the field abroad, 
he said, might be characterised as 
critical but hopeful. We did not hear 
so much about Korea as we did, not 
because Korea is doing less work, but 
because the other centres are doing 
as much or more, Our misstonaries 
are not able to take advantage of the 
great opportunities presented them 
becduse of the lack of men and of 
workers, The note peculiar to For- 
mosa was medical evangelization, the 
ministration to the body for the pur- 
pose of bringing the soul to Christ. 

China, the great sleeping giant, was 
finally waking. Today it afforded the 
most facinating missionary oppor- 
tunity in the world, Yet, on account 
of funds and on account of so many 
workers having gone to the war, much 
of the work had been abandoned. The 
door was wide open now. It might 
not always be so. The case of, Japan 
might be repeated. Japan would, 
some years ago, have welcomed Christ- 
janity with open arms, But that 
country was practically closed now. 


!'The opportunity had not been grasped. 


The characteristic of India was the 
great mass movement, far beyond the 
capacity of any existing organization 
to direct and control. The situation

Its members 
simply would not go to church, they 
were not interested and scarcely knew 
Sunday from any other day, prefering 
to go boating and berry picking to 
attending the services, 

This, the speaker said, was just an 
illustration of the situation which con- 
fronted us all over the land, and we 
were not facing it as we should. There 
wero less and less men avallable to 
work in these fields, and it was a 
serious question whether we had the

Forty-Seven Killed in 
| Air Raid--169 Injured 


|All Victims Killed or Wounded in London—Material Dam- 
age Said to be Not Serious in Official Report—Fifteen 
Planes Took Part in Raid—-Worst in Several Months. 


London,’ Jan. 29—Forty- 
seven persons were killed and 
169 injured in last night's air 
raid, it is announced official- 
ly

All the victims of the raid 
were killed or wounded in 
London, except for the death 
of one person and the injury 
of seven. The material dam- 
age was not serious. Two 
raids were carried out by 15 
German airplanes, one , of 
which was shot down in 
| flames at a height of 10,000 
feet, the crew of three being 
| burned to death. 


The loss of life in last 
night’s raid was the heaviest 
caused by any of the new ser- 
ies of German aerial attacks 
which began early this win- 
ter after a period of several 
weeks in which no such ven- 


tures were attempted. 
OMcial Statement 

The announcement follows: ‘The 
latest information shows that two 
groups of raiders crossed the Essex 
coast and one group the Kent coast 
practically simultaneously at about 8 
p.m, The two former detachments 
proceeded toward London on parallel 
courses across Essex. The capital was 
approached from the east and north- 
east shortly after 9 p.m, 

“Of the machines which crossed the 
Kent coast two dropped bombs in the 
isles of Thanet and Sheppy. The re-

London, Jan. 29.—Attacks by enemy 
airmen last night and early today 
lasted intermittently for nearly five 
hours and for two hours there was a 
heavy and almost continuous gunfire, 
The members of the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society, with many ladies in the 
large auditorium, were assembled to 
hear a speech by Lieut.-Gen. Smuts. 
Sir Thomas Holdie, the president, an- 
nounced that notice had just been re- 
ceived of an air raid “and that the 
police informed him that the audience 
would be safer if they went to the 
Lagement of the building. There were 
loud cries of “Carry on,” and the 
audience remained in the hall, 

Gen.8mutea spoke calmly for an hevr 
amid reports of the guns. Afterward 
Walter Hume Long, colontal secretary, 
paid a warm tribute to General Smuts 
and the South African army which 
represented all units of the British 
Empire. 

A majority of the theatres went
